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EDITORIAL N O T E §S 


An Adventure in Seeing 


3y HeLen Garpner, Professor of History of Art, Art School, Art Institute of Chicago 


HE comprehensive collection of paintings and sculpture which con- 
- stitutes the Fine Arts Exhibition of A Century of Progress not only 

entailed sagacity and untiring energy on the part of those who assem- 
bled it but also stands as a challenge to the public who see it. How can one 
see nearly one thousand paintings in a limited space of time without con- 
fusion, bewilderment, and a fatigue that ruins pleasure? 

“We see only what we know how to look for.’”’* One of the greatest 
fallacies which we have inherited from the nineteenth century is that a paint- 
ing should be a copy of nature: that perfect fidelity to visual appearance is 
the criterion of judgment; that in proportion as a painting is “a speaking 
likeness,” whether of man or of nature, it is good art. Other criteria are 
associative ideas : it reminds me of something pleasurable ; I enjoy it and thus 
it is good art. Or how often pure like or dislike—‘I know what I like’ — 
without analyzing the reasons for such reactions furnishes the basis of praise 
or condemnation. 

To visit a picture gallery with these criteria as guides is not to see the 
paintings at all. Not that recognition is invalid, that pleasantly associative 
ideas are baneful, or that likes and dislikes are of the devil ; but that they have 
nothing to do with “seeing” a picture which is a visual form constructed of 
pigment on a flat surface. ‘First of all a painting must. look like paint and a 
stone carving like stone,’** not like flesh. What the eye sees is pigment 
organized by line, light and dark, and color. For while man and his world 
are the raw materials of the painter these elements are his means of objectify- 
ing this raw material, be it a man, a bunch of flowers, or alandscape. He may 
objectify in such a way that the resultant form approximates an illusion of 
natural appearance or so that it approximates geometry. It is only a matter 
of degree between these two extremes. But construct and organize, the painter 
must.

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Infinite, however, are the ways in which he can construct the forms that 
we see when we know how to look for them. To realize this breadth of 
possibility it is illuminating to take one subject matter and set forth upon the 
venture of finding as many of these ways as possible ; to compare and to con- 
trast for the sake of elucidation and not from any preconceived notion of an 
a priori right or wrong method. 

Let us wander through the Century of Progress Exhibition, then, in search 
of landscape, not merely to collect landscapes but to select a few to look at. 
Shall we start in Gallery 47 with “Saint John in the Desert’ by Giovanni di 
Paolo? At first glance it may look strange. But instead of smiling and dis- 
missing it as an eccentricity, it might be well to ask ourselves what this painter 
was trying to do. One thing is certain: he was not attempting to copy nature. 
There is no blue sky, only a gold ground; no air, no consistent illumination. 
The hills are built up arbitrarily of line, light, and color, forms never seen 
but constructed in the imagination to symbolize hills; so too the fields in the 
foreground which we seem to look down upon as if from an airplane view. 
But notice how the painter has tied all these forms into a unity. The shapes 
of the hills are repeated with varying color and movement, their sharp peaks 
repeated in the pointed clouds, and their jagged edges in the edge of the road 
to which the straight lines of the diamond-shaped fields below offer a happy 
contrast. At the left Saint John is seen leaving the city gate and again on his 
way to the desert along the road that winds between two hills. His brilliant 
rose robe and gold halo furnish color accents which serve to unite by repetition 
the upper and lower parts of the panel as does the great S curve of the road. 
Nature here has little relation to the visual perception of actuality and is 
objectified in abstract forms which are built into a unity by color, line, re- 
peated shapes, and the consistent texture of the smooth hard surface. 

In Gallery 51 let us stop at “The Water-Mill” of Hobbema. This painting 
looks much more like nature than the “Saint John.”’ Its forms resemble what 
the eye sees, but in a rather prosaic way. There is reasonable orderliness in 
the balanced relation of the tree and the mill and the placement of the scene 
within the space. But we miss the marked rhythms and play of shapes and 
color of the “Saint John” when we see the sober greens and browns and the 
rather tiresome recital of the details of nature set down faithfully. 

Enter Gallery 27. The first impression is one of sparkling color, every hue 
of the spectrum melting into a radiancy. Come close to “Antibes, Trees Near 
the Mediterranean” by Claude Monet and all one sees is a canvas covered with 
small strokes of pigment put on thick and rough. Step back across the room 
and the canvas becomes a gay landscape filled with sunshine. There is hardly 
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more organization here than in the “Water-Mill” but there are air and sun- 
shine. To paint light and air was Monet’s objective and the rough surface 
helps to create the illusion. Shapes and forms interested him but little, and 
the lines are so blurred that they hardly exist as lines. Only light remains, 
enveloping the forms. In the “Cliffs of Pourville at Sunrise” everything is 
dissolved into a quivering opalescent light. 

Passing to the “Pigeon Tower at Montbriand” by Cézanne in Gallery 31 
means passing from this sparkling gayety to a cool tranquility. Cool blues 
predominate. Here is a narrow range of hues but with infinite modulations 
and the pigment is put thinly on the canvas. But how solidly the cylindrical 
tower stands and how convincingly one feels its rounding surfaces. The strong 
red seems to pull that surface forward and the blues to pull it back into space. 
Purposely there are many strong vertical lines in the buildings and in the 
poplar tree ; emphatic balancing horizontals ; and, all through, a repetition of 
unit shapes such as the rounding top and zigzag edge of the tower's roof, 
just as in the “Saint John.” 

The same quiet orderliness and masterly organization one sees in the small 
“The Outer Harbor’ by Seurat in Gallery 32. Here the pigment is put on 
very differently. At close range one sees a meticulous series of tiny dots; 
at a distance forms emerge, each in its exact place in space, and everything 
is flooded in light, not sparkling like the Monet but serenely cool, almost 
unreal. The cool light yellows and blues, the quiet horizontality of the com- 
position, and the perfect cohesion of every part together produce an impres- 
sion of unimpassioned calm. 

Then turn to the “Wheat Fields Near Arles” by Vincent Van Gogh. Cool 
exactitude is replaced by nervous impetuosity ; tranquility by agitation. [Even 
at a distance how aware one is of thick pigment brushed on boldly. Its varied 
manipulation creates a varied texture like that of a rough patterned fabric. 
The shocks of wheat provide a repeat motif which carries one across the fields 
to the distant town; the insistent horizontals quiet the movement; and the 
yellow tonality brings one insistently the hot sunshine of Provence. 

As the time allotted to this brief adventure is nearly over it might be well 
to look rather quickly at a few examples by contemporary American painters 
in Galleries 52-58. Here one is impressed by a great diversity of attitude and 
method. In Rockwell Kent’s ““Toilers of the Sea’ cubical masses of ponder- 
ous rock push out into a rhythmically moving mass of water, and both join 
with the sky in creating an elementally simple pattern of rectangles which 
is in harmony with the elemental character of the subject. Long bold strokes 
build up the solid masses of the rocks; short quick ones, the water. But few 
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colors are used and these with a directness and strong contrast. [dward 
Hopper’s “Lighthouse Hill’ shows a terse simplicity and crystalline clarity of 
form and color, with drastic elimination of irrelevant detail. Grant Wood's 
“Midnight Ride of Paul Revere” recalls the “Saint John” in its point of view, 
its smooth surface, its insistent pattern. A similar comparison and also a con- 
trast are found in Maurice Sterne’s ““The Winding Path”: similarity to the 
“Saint John”’ in the proportions of the panel, the controlling S curve of awind- 
ing road, the airplane viewpoint ; contrast in the use of pigment, in the subtle 
modulation of warm yellows and cool blue-grays, and in the feeling of depth. 

In focusing thus upon the methods in which these painters have used their 
materials, the writer does not wish to imply that the ability to see the painter’s 
forms constitutes complete understanding of the art of painting. It is one 
approach only, but a necessary one, to an art far too complex for so simple a 
philosophy. lor while every painting worthy the name is form in pigment, 
it is equally a social document, a reflection of the personality who created it, 
and of the whole cultural fabric of the age which influenced the painter and 
his methods of painting. But that is the history of art. 

To develop the purely visual approach, a few adventures of the character 
suggested in this article will soon enable the eyes to look for what the painter 
intended them to see. And the effect is cumulative. ‘Every time I see it, | 
see something different” is only too indicative of the inexhaustible visual 
wealth of even a few fine pictures. And it is quite unnecessary to have a 
thousand paintings to set forth on such an adventure. A dozen photographs 
or color prints selected with a definite objective in view, the loan of one or 
two actual paintings from interested owners, and a few books to assist and 
stimulate can make any library a place of adventure for the truly curious and 
can thus open up for its users a whole world of pleasure and adventure.
